Reckoning average cost per car at 
$700 the added volume of motor busi­ 
ness is estimated at $700,000,000. 
Assuming that the average person 
connected with the motor business re­ 
ceived an income of $2,000 a 
year, 
there should be an increase of 350,000 
persons employed in the motor busi­ 
ness, directly and indirectly, that is, 
in mining ore, transporting it, grow­ 
ing rubber and making and marketing 
tires, in manufacturing upholstery, in 
steel, etc. 
These 350,000 workers will not in­ 
clude men required for building new 
roads. The Department of Commerce
